Even before the strike 
began, during the week ending Oc- 
tober 1, 11,000. men were ‘thrown 
out of work, due to industrial de- 
pression and the present number in 
London is 113,001, according to the 
ministry’s figures, wHich are not up 
to date. : r 

One Fear of Strikers. 

The one fear of the men who have 
led the British miners into their 
paralyzing strike is that Great 
Britain’s millions of unorganized 
middle-class people will be aroused 
by the pinch of hunger to strike 
back at the minority, which now 
holds back the nation’s entire food 
supply and its industries. Legal or 
political action, the miners’ officials 
do not seem to fear, but an aroused 
and angered middle class is an ad- 
versar ythat no other class would 
care to face. 

“T only hope that the government 
and our labor leaders will act 
calmly,” said Fred Bramley, secreta- 
ry ofthe Trade Union congress, to 
the United News. “When the people 
are not fed, they are more easily 
aroused. We do not want to have 
continental methods of settling 
strikes imported into England. I! 
fee] that the coa) strike may lead 
to anything.” 

Bramley said it seemed to him 
probable that the railway men’s 
union and others would become in- 
volved in the strike soon after the 
great meetings on Monday, intimat- 
ing that the railway men would re- 
fuse to transport coal from the 
mines or other stores from the sea- 
ports to the interior centers. 

The trend of sentiment among the 
transport workers may be observed 
inthe factthat the London organi- 
zation, embracing 25,000 men, has 
decided to support the miners and 
has further voted to declare a strike 
because of its own grievances, ef- 
fective next Saturday. 

Food Regins to Advance, 

The effects of the strike on food 
nrices have begun already, for it is 
now announce dtthat the priec of 
bread will rise to 1 shilling 4 pence 
a loaf, Monda,, a loaf being one pound 
of bread. In London the average 
citizen is bitterly resentful toward 
the miners, but: still hoping, in a 
vague way. that some sort of set- 
tlement wil be made before the 
worst consequences of the strike can 
manifest themselves in  privations 
and possibly in lamentable dfsor- 
ders. For the white-collar man, 
though peaceable—having found his 
muscles and his courage in war, is 
no man to be trod on now. He does 
not want to devnrive the miners’ 
union of any of its prestige, nor the 
miners of what is coming to them, 
but he will not permit them to gain, 
at his expense—if he can help it by 
fighting. Such matters, though not 
so grave as this one, have' been 
settled before hv the compromise 
méthod, both sides claiming victory, 
with fair nlausibility. both retaining 
their dimnity and both satsified. . 

Miners Have an Ace. 

The miners have an ace up their 
sleeves. Ifthey decide to withdraw 
the pumpers from the mines, the 
seepage rannot be held down, and 
the ruin of mining would cost manv 
millions. Onlw once before, in ail 
the strikes that the miners have in- 
dul¢ved in, have the pumpers been 
called out. “it being understood, as 
a rule, that such a strike would 
eanse tremendous damage to a 
national utilitv, the mines. In the 
last great strike, however. the 
numps were abandoned and the 
seenarge wac got rid of hv naval 
sxilors {impressed for the job. Next 
Friday, if the strike seems to he 
motkine no progress, the miners will 
hold a meeting. at which they

“While we do not propose to 
reflect upon the militapy career of 
General Steiner, we feel free to 
say that he did not offer his life 
nor shed any blood in France.

‘That this continued in his mind 
to be the dominant conception of 
a league for peace is shown by 
what he said.on February 14, 1919, 
when he #mresented the finished 
draft of the constitution of the 
league of nations, as it was then 
called, to the conference. Mr. Wijl- 
son described this now international 
combination as ‘the union of wills 
in a common purpose, a union of 
wills whieh cannot be resisted, and

Business Being Retarded. 

“It is no part of the function of 
government officials to moralize on 
speculative operations,” Mr. - 
liams said. “My attention ts de- 
manded when much operations pro- 
duce conditions retarding the de- 
velopment of the country and en- 
dangering the stability of {ts busi- 
ness. Corporations, individuals and 
investors generally are drawn away 
from legitimate investment in new 
enterprises, and in the shares and 
bonds of existing enterprises by 
tre prospect of 10 to 20 per cent 
interest. 

“The effect of these rates is seen 
when the general managers or ex- 
ecutives of railroads or other-large 
corporations visit New York to raise 
money necessary for the redemption 
of retiring loans or for the extension 
and promotion of new business. The 
bankers and bond houses solemnly 
point to the high rates paid for 
‘call money,’ and corporations whose 
credit abundantly justified.a 5 or 6 
per cent interest basis, have been 
forced to pay 7-or S or 10 per cent on 
loans for one year, three years’ or 
five to ten years; and a ometimes 
persuaded by the bankers throug 
whom they obtain the funds that they 
are doing well to get momey even 
On Such terms, because money on 
call has been advanced often artifé- 
cially to 12 per cent or 15 per cent 
or 20 per cent for a few days ata 
time. 

“The same cause that cripples and 
hampers a great railroad system or 
a municipal governemnt also de- 
prives and injures or ruins a coun- 
try gstorekeeepr, a smal-farmer or 
the owner of a large or a little 
manufacturing enterprise. 

‘The high rate for call money in 
New York have thus shut off a 
large part of the investment demand 
for securities, which, during the 12 
months, largely because of these 
distributing conditions, have been 
forced down to the lowest prices 
reached in forty years. 


Loss Could Have Been Avoided. 

“It is my belief that if the call 
money rates in New York had been 
maintained at 6 per cent or at the 
maximum rates which are charged 
in other money centers, as I believe 
could have been done with a reason- 
able degree of co-operation on the 
part of the New York banks, the 
unprecedented shrinkage in securjty 
pricesinthe past 12 months would 
not have taken place, and the ap- 
parent loss of billions of dollars in 
values would have been avoided." 

Sworn reports to his office, Mr. 
Williams saidj showed that more 
than four thousand loans had been 
made by the New York banks be- 
tween October 1, 1919, and August 1, 
1920, at rates of “15, 20, 25 and 30 per 
cent.” In three @f the largest banks, 
loans made at those rates and be- 
tween those dates aggregated more 
than $800,000,000, he said. The fig- 
ures, he added, represent only the 


—_ 


joans made by the banks for their 
own account and not-for their cor- 
respondent banks. 

“The records also show,” Mr. Wil- 
liams declafed, “that the total loans 
outstanding upon which interest at 
15 to 30 per cent was being charged 
by a portion of these banks on 42 
different days, for which sapeeeal 
were received from them, aggregat- 
ed over $1,100,000,000. 

‘“The reeords also show that the 
amount of loans made during the 
same period at rates in excess of 
10 per cent and up to, But not in- 
cluding, 15 per cent amounted to 
over $1,400,000,000, there being over 
11,000 of such loans. 

: na at Hich Rates, 

“In addition to the above the ag- 
gregate of the loans upon which a 
portion of the banks reported that 
they were charging, on 81 different 
days, interest in excess of 10 per 
cent, and up to, but not including 
11 per cent. was about $900,000,000. 
The ‘brokers’ or ‘street’ loans upon 
which the New York banks, during 
the period referred to, were charg- 
ing ‘more than 8 per cent per annum 
and up to 10 per cent, reach, in the 
aggregate, some billions of dollars 
additional in amount and tens of 
thousands of number.” 

As to a remedy for the situation. 
Mr. Williams saw only the hope that 
“nublic sentiment will be strong 
enough to bring about reforms” and 
expressed the belief that the tre- 
mendous responsibilities of the New 
York bankers and financiers would 
soorfer or later be realized by those 
who carry those responsibilities. He 
said that “some of them honestly 
and conscientiously” observe the ob- 
ligation to the general public now 
and that they ‘realize the “direct 
and distinct duties” which they owe 
to all communities.

As a result of invitations from 
health departments of Salvador,-.Nic- 
aragua and Honduras, representa- 
tives of the board organized cam- 
paigns against the yellow. fever 
mosquito in affected localities and 
suppressed outbreaks. Permanent 
yellow fever boards, according to 
the report, now .have been estab- 
lished in all these countries.

The statement then reviewed the 
work already under way of vari- 
ous league agencies, and said: 

“We want our country to stand 
first in the councils of nations. We 
want our country to share fully in 
the great decisions which are shap- 
ing the future of the world. We 
cannot indorse Senator Harding's 
policx of ‘America last.’” 

In closing, the stat@&ment said: — 

“In the absence of definite assur- 
ances that the republican candidates 


will use their full influence to bring 
the United States into the league 
with such reservations as may be 
acceptable to the American people 
we urge all republicans and pro- 
gressives who put patriotism above 
party to join with us in working 
and voting for James M. Cox and 


Franklin D. Roosevelt and for those 
senatorial candidates who stand 
honestly and frankly for ratifica- 
tion of the treaty and adherence to 
the league.”

The point*was made by Mrs. Ben- 
jamin Elsas that the women living 
in the DeKalb section of Atlanta 
must register at the courthotse in 
Decatur for national, state’. and 
county elections, but they must go 
also to the courthouse in Fulton 
county to register for city elec- 
tions. 

For women living in Fulton coun- 
ty the registration at the Fulton 
county courthouse js sufficient to 
qualify for voting in all elections. 
provided that a woman has paid 
her city taxes for the year 19206 
before she registers, 

Why Women Should Register. 

Miss Eleonore Raoul. chairman for 
registration in DeKalb county, 
stressed the importance of women 
registering now instead of later on. 
stating that the permanent’ regts- 
tration fst would be made from 
those registering this vear. This 
means that women registering now 
will not have to register again next 
vear, but will have only to pay 
their taxes in order to vote. ;

DECATUR TO VOTE 
ON NEW CHARTER 
PLAN THIS-WEEK 


The intensive campaign among 
the voters af Decatur in connection 
with the proposal for the amend- 
ment to the charter culminates in 
the election Wednesday, October 20, 
and for this election the largest 
number of voters in thethistory of 
the town have registered. Among 
those registering are included more 


than two hundred white’ women and 
seVenty-five negro women. 

On account of the fact that dur- 
ing the past week the citizens of 
the town have also been very much 
concerned about the proposal of the 
Georgia: Railway and Power cam- 
pany to change the street car fare 
from five cents. to seven cents, 
some of the voters have become 
confused between the two issues and 
it has just come to light that the 
large registration of negro women 
has been brought about by reason 
of the fact that they have been told 
by some of their leaders that if the 
new charter is carried, that this tn- 
crease in street car fare will imme- 
diately go into effect. 

At a well-attended mass meeting 
in the courthouse Friday night, in 
which both sides of the amendment 
were ably represented, Judge Frank 
Harwell was elected chairman of 
the meeting, and stated emphatic- 


ally that after careful 
tion of the matter he was prepared 
the Georgia Railway and Power 
company and the city of Decatur, 
providing five-cent fares, could in 
no way * effected by the adoption 
of the proposed amehdment.

New York, October 17.—It will be 
recalled by students of political his- 
tory that in the Blaine-Cleveland 
presidential race of 1884, James G. 
Blaine had the election won easily 
one week before the voters went to 
the polls: Then a Blaine supporter 
delivered an address which raised 
the issue against Cleveland as that 
of “Rum, Romanism and Rebellion” 
—and the reaction to that address 
elected Cleveland by the narrow 
popular margin of 67,683 votes, New 
York state swinging democratic to 
turn the tide. 

It is just some such eleventh hour 
“happening” that the democratic 
party is praying for and the repub- 
lican party is fearing, with only 13 
more working days between now 
and the election. The odds favor- 
ing Harding’s chances of victory, 
were the election held today, might 
well be. placed at 4 to 1. Cox has 
advanced more rapidly in the last 
ten days, perhaps, than Harding, 
but certainly he has not gone fast 
enough to overtake the long lead the 
Ohio senator secured early in the 
campaign. 

An eleventh hour slip-up by Har- 
ding or one of his prominent fol- 
lowers mig&t return Cox the winner 
by a narrow margin as it did Cleve- 
land in 1884. On the other hand, 
some slip by the democratic party 
now might well turn Harding’s ex- 
pected victory into one of the most 
overwhelming G. O. P. landslides in 
political history. There is just that 
undercurrent about th epossible slip 
that has put both party nervous 
systems more or less on edge.

soil; and he holds a closer and 
more vital relation to nature be- 
cause he is freer and his mind 
more at leisure. 

What a blessing it is to be able 


to hold “the closest relation to the 


soil”—which implies “closest re-. 


lation” likewise to the birds and 
other dumb creatures of nature, 
and to the infinite variety of in- 
animate things, vegetable and 


_ mineral, rooted in the soil! 


It is a blessing too little appre- 
ciated by the rank and file of 


. those so fortunately situated as to 


proper training and guidance of 
boys to be an obligation of the 
state as well as the family. 

Ten or twenty years ago the 
man who suggested the existence 
of a boy problem was unceremoni- 
ously haaded a laissez-faire doc- 
trine for raising a he-boy. 
we commonly hear the “boy prob- 
lem” spoken of as a definite and 
integral part of our social life 
which confronts every one who is 
seriously interested in tomorrow. 
The) average boy, with all of his 
devilment and 
holding the interest of the busi- 
ness man today to a far greater 
degree than ever before. 

Probably no other means of 
reaching the mass of boyhood has 
made as successful and general an 
appeal to grown-ups as has Scout- 
ing. The self-reliance and inde- 
pendence fostered by camp and 
wood life, the fair-play and honor 
infused into all Scout games, the 
useful and comprehensive educa- 
tion afforded by the program, and 
the consciousness of responsibility 
towards other people which finds 
its elementary expression in the 
“daily good turn,” are phases of 
the Scout training which have won 
the sympathy and support of tle 
business and professional world. 

The responsibility. of experience 
towards inexperience is a rapidly 
growing social consciousness, ex- 
pressing itself in efforts to equip, 
guide, and assist in a spirit of big 
brotherliness., 

The old truism that one boy 
can influence another boy more 
than a dozen grown-ups is coming 
to be fully recognized with its 
implications for

Goats are known to the _ public 
chiefly as connoisseurs of tomato 
cans and odds and ends of tin roofs. 
They are familiar to the neighbors 
for their well developed scent. But 
goats are really no fonder of tin- 
ware than are cows. A goat is as 
particular about his food as any 


cow that ever came over -he pike at 
the psychological moment when one 
had counted on driving by. Goats 
are much cheaper to maintain than 
cows, in proportion to the value of 
the milk they give. A fair to mlid- 
dling Nanny will produce, day in 
and day out, two quarts of the most 
wholesome milk known to man, 


Goats are practically immune to 
tuberculosis and to many other dis- 
eases which prevail among 4@airy 
cows. The English medical authori- 
ties assert that most of the glandu- 
lar tuberculosis (tubercular lymph 
nodes in the neck, formerly called 


“scrofula”) in children is directly 
due to infection with bovine tuber- 
culosis through the milk. In cities 
where efficlent public health ad- 
ministration is purchased it is gen- 
erally required that all herds from 
which milk is delivered in the city 
shall be tuberculin tested to guard 
against this danger. In cities 
where a penny-wise and pound-fool- 
ish policy of entrusting public 
health to some doctor in his spare 
moments prevails, the milk is like- 
ly to harbor nct only tubercle ba- 
cili, but many other disease-pro- 
ducing germs which are accounta- 
ble for the shamefully high death 
rate among infants in the summer 
time. 

There are many families who are 
so situated that it would be quite 


possible to keep a goat. The milk 


is probably better from every point 


milk to be had, not even excepting 
certified milk. It is a great boon 
for a baby who is’7 unfortunate 
enough to be fed on the battle, in- 
stead of being breastfed, as-is the 
baby’sirthright. Tohave goat milk 
asolutely fresh, produced of& your 
own premises, and handled in the 
careful, cleanly way it is likaly to 
be handled by anyone interested in

“Indoor Track and Field—(6) 12 
junior events; (7) 12 senior events. 

“Cross Country—(8) junior race; 
(9) senior race.

“The entries shall close with the 
chairman of the championship com- 
mitee or such person as he may 
designate for that purpose, 

“The holder of a national cham- 
pionship shal] be entitled to receive 
from the organization holding the 
meeting one-half of his traveling 
expenses to and from the place 
where the event is held, if in 
the opinion of the championship 
committee such holder is in condi- 
tion to defend his title. ’ 

“In making application, please 
bear in mind that the club or or- 
ganization conducting any cham- 
pionship shall.do so at no expense 
to the Amateur Athletic union or 
the national championship commit- 
tee; that the entrance fee ($2, per 
entry in each event for men, and $1 
perentry in each event for women 
and for all junior events are to be 
turned gover to the Amateur Ath- 
letie union. 

“Also a fee of $10 is required for 
each event held on a different date 
to cover the telegraph charges and 
clerical work at national head- 
quarters.

ed national commander, Frederick 
W. Galbraith, Jr., who has just 
made his first visit to Washington 


on legion matters since his installa- 
tion. . 


“We are going to look over all 


government agencies dealing with 
our disabled comrades, bak eveeare 
these agencies are functioning effi- 
clently and where, if in any places, 
they are not: and if they are not, we 
are going to rise up on our hind 
ee — gi 4 not, and see 
afte = - 
braith declared. ee = 
We got orders from the nation- 
al convention, and we are goin 
rightahead to look after those men,” 
he continued. “That is the primery, 
the all-important duty of the legion. 
We are going to get behind and 
push all legislation that will bene- 
fit them, and see that congress is 
aroused to the need of such leg- 
islation., 

“And we will make it the business 
of every legion man personally to 
#0 out of his way to ease the burden 
and lighten the existence of the 
wounded and disabled in his locality.

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Genéval Cotton Trend 
Lower During Past Week 


New Orleans, La., October 17.—The 
trend of prices in the cotton mar- 
ket last week was lower in a de- 
cided way, the highest prices being 
made on the opening session and 
the lowest on the closing session, 
with the close at the bottom on a 
weak tone. The net changes for the 
week were declines of 195 to 340 
points, October falling to 18.10 and 
May 17.55, all months making new 
low records for the season. At the 
highest the trading months .were 
unchanged to 23 points up, com- 
pared with the close of the preced- 
ing week. The market moved ever 
a range of 215 to 304 points. In 
the spot department middling lost 
175 points and closed at 20.25. 

The continued absence of a spot 
demand, poor general trade reports, 
unfavorable financial conditions and 
the incereasing short time move- 
ment among the mills, together with 
the good weather over the belt and 
the inéreasing receipts, were the 
main reasons back of the selling 
movement, except that at all times 


was an underlying bearish influence 
and, altogether, dominated the mar- 
ket on the close. 

This week the news from England 
is likely to affect the opening more 
than any other factor, not only be- 
cause of the importance of the coal 
strike itself, but because of the 
complications it threaterfs. A turn 
for the better in English industrial 
conditions would: cause the heaviest 
kind of short covering and impor- 
tant new buying for long accounts, 
for many traders now consider that 
the market is nearing an investment 
basis. 

Weather conditions are bound to 
be of importance because of the 
nearness of the time for the first 
frosts. The spot markets of the 
south will be closely watched for 
any signs of a better demand as 
the result of the recent marking 
down of prices. The-market would

New York, October 17.—The 

process of readjustment is still go- 
ing on, in somewhat more orderly 


fashion. It is something the entire 
country desires to see consummated, 
and yet thus far it has been re- 
guarded almost wholly in the ab- 
stract. It is when it assumes con- 
crete form that it hurts. The cot- 
ton farmers of teh south seem to 
be feeling it most of all, because 
for some unexplained reason defla- 
tion in cotton values has proceed- 
ed far more rapidly than in most 
other lines. It is estimated that 
deflation in other commodities 
averages about 35 per cent, while 
in cotton it has amounted to 50 per 
cent. The decline in cotton ts there- 
fore abnormal, but if the estimates 
of world requirements are correct 
this condition will right itself in 
due time, and cotton values will 
recover. It is not at all likely that 
they will get back to their former 
level, in which the depreciated dol- 
lar played an important part, be- 
cause with the decline in commod- 
ity prices the value of the dollar 
is increasing, and is bound to be 
reflected in cotton prices as well 
as in all the others. This is, in 
fact, what deflation means. 
Difficult to Understand. 
Nevertheless it is difficult for 
the farmer to understand this sit- 
uation. All that he knows is that 
he was compelled to borrow money 
at high rates of interest, and that 
he had to borrow twice as much as 
before in order to accomplish the 
Same results. He also knows that 
prices of fertilizer and everything 
else entering into his cost of pro- 
duction were on an inflated basis, 
and that he is still *paying inflated 
wages for labor. These are factors 
with which he is coming into dl- 
rect contact, and it has had the 
effect of driving some of the hot- 
heads to such extremes as the 
burning of cotton gins and other 
incendiary operations. To be sure, 
these facts are deplored by the 
leading men of the south. but there 
is still a great deal of frenzied talk 


in quarters where there should bel 


counsel .oof patience and courage. 
In some other respects deflation 
is not having quite the serious ef- 
fect expected of it. Much encour- 
agement

Rails Still Strong. 

The improvement in the ratfroad 
situation is reflected in tne con- 
tinued strength of the rail stocks. 
While there have been some slight 
recessions as aresult of professiona! 
operations in the market, the real 
situation has not changed except 
for the better. It is impossible to 
regard railroad securities as a 
whole in other than a favorable 
light. Prices at which they were 
selling, or rather at whien they 
remained pegged, during the pertod 
of government control, discounted 
the plight in which they found 
themselves. There could be. only 
one direction for them to move, 
unless calamity befell the country, 
and that was upward. The rail- 
roads are not yet back to a normal 
state of efficiency. but no one Is 
expecting miracles. They have, 
however, recovered to an apprecia- 
ble degree, and, in fact, about 
everything that has happened in 
railroad development since the 
government relinquished contro! 
has been of a sonstructive nature. 
It can hardly be asserted as yet 
that the advance in the prices of 
the rail stocks have discounted all 
the improvement that can take 
place even .within. a reasonable 
time, nor would anyone presume to 
discount a setback tn railroad de- 
velopment. It means, therefore. 
that the outlook for an advance in 
rail stocks is still god, and it ix- 
plains why conservative. investors 
have within the past week been 
accumulating both stocks and 
bonds. 

This same reasoning has affect- 
ed the equipment companies which 
have shown considerable steadi- 
ness wnere other industrial securt- 
ties have heen wavering. Orders

In and around Chicago 
2,500 steel workers have been laid 
off in an attempt to get the pur- 
chasing power of the hour wage 
unit back on a pre-war basis, and 
not to reduce the output, while 
railroad shops have been cuttin€ 
forces 10 to 20 per cent. On the 
other hand, the hard-coal miners 
are insistent that there shall be 
another increase in wages, Dut not 
with any great hope of success. 

Generally speaking, it may be as- 
serted that deflation is taking 
place in an orderly manner, while 
the prospect is that when It ts over 
the country will be on a pretty 
solid basis, and ready for develop-

‘‘In the event of the failure or refusal of 
the ordinary of Lamar county to levy such 
tax, it shall be the duty of the judge of 
the superior court of the circuit to which 
said County of Lamar is attached to com- 
pel the ordinary of the said County of 
Lamar to perform the duty herein required 
of him. In the event of the failcre of the 
authorities of the counties from which the 
said Lamar county is ereated and the or- 
dinary of said Lamar county to ascertain 
and agree upon the amount of said indebt- 
edness, then either of said counties may 
bring a suit against the said county of Xa- 
mar in the superior court of said County of 
Lamar for the purpose of having the pro-

WHEREAS, the general assembly at its 
session in 1919 proposed an amendment to 
the constitution of this state, as set forth 
in an act approved August 11, 1929, to wit:

_Siate. The following amendment is pro- 

ed by the Senate and House of Repre 
sentatives of Georgia to Paragraph 2, Sec- 
tion 1, Article 11 of the Constitution of 
this state.

the law. That the superior courts in said 
county of Lanier shall be held on the sec- 
ond Monday in January and July of each 
year, but it shall be within the power of 
the general assembly at any time by law 
to change the time of holding court and 
the number of terms thereof. That the 
justices of the peace and constables re- 
siding in the territory included within the | 
new county of Lanier shall exercise the 
duties and powers of their offices until 
new militia ‘districts are laid out in said 
county of Lanier, as now provided by law. 
That all the provisions of law as contained 
in chapter thirteen (13) of the code of 
1910 are hereby made applicable to the 
said county of Lanier whenever the same 
is created. That all of the general laws 
of this state, in addition to the above, 
having application to the statutory coun- 
ties of this state, are hereby made appli- 
cable to the said county of Lanier, especial- 
ly the law in reference to bebdink alee 
tions for the purpose of creating a ,debt 
for said county. That when this amend- 
ment is adopted the said county of Lanier, 
so created by the. adoption of this amend- 
ment, shall become in all respects a statu- 
tory county, and shall governed by all 
laws now in force in this state regulating 
county and county affairs. . 

Sec. 2. The governor is hereby required 
and directed that when the proposed amend- 
ment shall be agreed to by two-thirds of 
the members elected to each of the 
two houses of this general assembly 
and shall be entered on the journals 
of each house, with the ayes . and 
nays recorded as taken thereon, the 
governor is. hereby directed to cause 
the said proposed amendment to be adver 
tised in at least two papers in each con- 
gressional district of this state at least .wo 
mont before the next general election 
to be held on Tuesday, after the first Mun- 
day in November, 1920, and he shall also 
provide for a submission of the proposed 
amendment to the qualified voters of the 
state at said general election. And if a 
majority of said electors voting at sald 
general election shall ratify this proposed 
amendment to the constitution of this state 
by a majority of the electors qualified to 
vote for members of the general assembly 
and voting at such elections, said amend- 
ment shall become a part of the constitu-

FARMER-LABOR PARTY 
SEEKING NEGRO VOTE 


Topeka, Kan., October 17.—An 
appeal to the negro voters of Amer- 
ica to enroll under the banner of 
the farmer-labor party and denun- 
ciation of foreign politics of both 
the democratic and republican par- 
ties marked an address here tonight 
by Parley P. Christensen, farmer- 
labor candidate for president. 

“The same imperiatistic motives 
for the benefit of Wall street antf- 
mate both the democratic and re- 
publican parties,” said Mr. Chris- 
tensen. “Of course, this actuaft mo- 
tive is always varnished with a 
spur‘ous veneer of morality to de- 
ceive the people. 

“And then there are those Yike 
Mr. Wilson, who, as Artemus Ward 
once remarked, ‘are willing to 
sacrifice all their wife’s relations’ 
to make the world safe for democ- 
racy. 

“We in America should have bet- 
ter taste than to talk of making 
the world safe for democracy. We. 
with our Burlesons, our Palmers, 
our deportations, our lynchings and 
our many discriminations against 
our colored brothers. 

“Tt is not inappropriate {[n this 
state, which plaved so important a 
part in the _ abolition movement, 
that I savy something as regards the 
attitude of the farmer-labor party 
toward the democrats for justice 
voiced by the colored people. 
* “The republicas party professes 
to be the champion of the rights of 
the colored people. They dqdecrare 
that it was the republican party 
which was instrumental in emanc!- 
pating them, and they depend on 
this contention to swing the cotor- 
ed vote.

Délegates from the Orient and 
European and American nations ex- 
pressed themselves as satisfied that 
the convention fulfilled their high-

Resolutions were adopted express- 
ing joy over the establishment of 
nrohibition in the United States and 
urging the world’s Sunday schools 
to teach temperance. A _ stronger 
international battle against the 
opium traffic was also urged. A 
special collection will: be taken in 
Sunday schoots’ throughout the 
world for relief work in sections 
of China, which are fadmine-strick- 
en, and also for the assistance of 
the 13,000,000 destitute children in 
Europe. Motiens adopted declared 
women should exercise the right of 
voting for the protection of their 
own rights and for the service of 
childhood. 

Just before adjournment Was tak- 
en greetings from Warren G. Har- 
ding and James M. Cox, American 


presidential candidates, were read. 
James W. Kinnear, Pittsburg, 


Pa., was elected chairman of the 
executive committee, and the Rev. 
Dr. J. Arthur Brown, New York, 
general secretary. The convention 
did not fix the place where the next 
meeting will be held and it is un- 
derstood the choice lies between 
Glasgow, Rio Janeiro and Athens. 

Dr; Brown stated the convention 
had been a great success and had 
given impetus to Christianity in 
Japan. A review of press com- 
ments shows that newspapers here 
lay emphasis on the.opportunity of 
the delegates to tell the truth about 
Japan in western nations, especial- 
ly America.
